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Why Kiln Dried Lumber 
Adds to Cost of House | 

Kiln drying of lumber is practiced 
in many large mills, for lurnber to 
be used for finished flooring, interior ; 
finishing and for furniture. A large 
percentage of the framing and 
rough building lumber is of course 
air seasoned, as kiln drying adds to| 
the cost. . 

Two types of kilns are commoen- 
ly used: one is known as the “pre-| 
Brespive” type of kiln, In which! 
trucks loaded with lumber are 
pushed into one end of the kiln and 
ure progressively moved toward the 
other end, from which they are re- 
moved when dry. The temperature | 
is not the same all over these 
kilns, but is considerably warmer 
at the finishing end than it is at the 
énd where the lumber is put in. 
Steam heat is generally used for 
this work, exhaust steam from the 
power plant being frequently the 
source of heat,
